Warning to Hop Growers

Whashiongton, . C, Sept. 16—Hop
growers nud handlers nre urged by the
I, 8 Department of Agricalture to
make certain that the solphur they use
in curing is absolutely free from any
troee of arsenio. The accidental pres:
ente in ocensionnl ghipments of Ameri-
cton hops of minute tences of arsenie in
troduced through wse of impure sulphur
has led wt times to rejection of ship-
ments especially in enses of exports to
foreign countrivs with rigid hop stond-
prds. As the export trude under ord-
inary conditions is important, growers
and handlers of hops should be eareful
to use in treating them ounly pure sul
phur gunranteed as arsenie free.  The
ustinl guarnuty of 905 per ecent pure, it
is found, is not sufficient, as the ome-
half of ome per cent impurity may <on:
ceul traces of arsenie.

Thot these traces of arsenie in occa-
siona]l consignments come from the im-
pure sulphur wied in drying and bleéach:
ing was suggested by the U, 5, Depart.
ment of Agriculture some yeurs ago. A
gogond investigntion jost completed es
tublishes definitely that impure sulphur
is the source of this contaminntion.

After the cors bas quit growing it
stores wup starch and protein duoring
the ripening period, and these elements
have great feeding value, Even if the,
corn bedomes quite dry, so that you
aave to ndd water in the silo, it makes
axcellent siluge. In fmct, dry corn (Ull"'
der from the shock or shed has been
found to maeke excellent silnge,

It is probably m good plan for the
man who has plenty of stock to feed
and not much silo room, to save -umt‘[
snitable dry corn fodder for winter
filling. On the L H, €, demoustrution
furm in South Dakota it is reported
that silos thus refilled in Jununry and
Murch mnde very satisfictory feed, Of
course plenty of water must be ndded
us the dry stalis pre put in the silo,
